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VBT keeps water, 
sewer rates the 
same for 2022

Van Buren Township residents and 
businesses will not get a raise in their 
sewer or water rates in 2022. 

At the Oct. 5 regular meeting of the 
township board by zoom, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara said, “We scheduled a 
lot of work this year and couldn’t do them 
so there will be no rate increase.” 

Dawn Lund of Utility Financial Solutions 
appeared by zoom and said she just got off 
a plane. She said she was hired to study the 
township’s rates and check key targets to 
see if a rate adjustment is needed. 

“The idea is to keep the rates as low as 
possible and keep the income as needed,” 
she said, as she showed charts on the 
screen. 

She said in 2028 the township will 
need to be prepared as the cash balance is 
dropping. She said currently the water and 
sewer department is operating at a loss, 
but has a robust plan and currently has a 
healthy cash balance. 

“You have a robust water improvement 
program, but COVID has delayed or stalled 
it for one to one-and-a-half year. 

“You can hold the rates steady until 
the capital improvement program gets on 
track,” Lund said, recommending no water 
rate increase in 2022 and 5.9% per year in 
2023 through 2030. 

“Once the capital improvement program 
gets back on track, you can reinstate the 
rate increases,” she said. 

The sewer rates are the same as for water 
rates at 0% increase in 2022. 

Lund said the capital improvements have 
somewhat stalled, but they can begin the 
rate adjustments for sewer in 2023 at 3.9% 
a year and it should be upgraded every 
year.

School Board OKs negotiations to buy house next door

After a closed-door session Monday, 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education came back into open session 
and voted to authorize School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak to negotiate the purchase of 625 W. 
Huron River Dr., Van Buren Township. 
The half-acre of property with a 
house built in 1952 has a back yard that 
immediately adjoins the school district’s 
administration building. 

On Tuesday, Supt. Kudlak said a woman 
had lived there for 60 years and raised her 
family and now she is elderly and living 
elsewhere. The owners of the property, who 
live in California, had been approached 
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by the school district years ago about 
purchasing the site and so they reached out 
to the school district when they were ready 
to sell. 

According to the Van Buren Township 
website the property has assessed value of 
$118,000. 

Kudlak said the high school is landlocked 
and should have twice as much property 
around it as it has for a building that large. 
He said that before his time they had tried 
to build it on a larger piece of land, but the 
voters wanted it to stay where it is. 

He said the high school property was 
expanded some when they bought land 
from St. Anthony Catholic Church. 

“This is not for immediate use,” Kudlak 
said. “We are looking to the future.” 

The board also went into closed-door 
session to discuss “security planning to 
address existing threats or prevent potential 
threats to the safety of the students and 
staff.” 

This was for information only and no 


motion was made on this in public session. 
In other business at Monday’s two-hour 
regular meeting, the board: 

e Approved accepting the bid of 
$58,184.10 from Houghton Mifflin for the 
items and training needed to implement 
Read 180 at McBride Middle School for 
the 2021-22 school year. The project was 
presented in detail at the last school board 
meeting; 

e Was advised of the requested purchase of 
a Ford F600 Regular Cab 4x4 XLT chassis 
169” WB, 84” CA (dump truck chassis) for 
$57,586 from Signature Ford in Owosso to 
replace the 1984 GMC truck that the district 
currently owns. Truck maintenance for the 
old vehicle is becoming expensive and 
emergency repairs come at inconvenient 
times, said James Williams, director of 
plant operations. He said this truck can 
be used as a “swap” where the dump box 
can be removed and an application for ice 
and snow removal added and a cube van

Hello. My name is Gerald (Jerry) McKelvey. 
Even though you may not recognize my 
name, it appears in the paper every week. 
My association with the Belleville-Area 
Independent goes back to the beginning. Not 
only am I an original investor in the paper but 
I also provided a spare room in my former 
Tax and Accounting office on Charles Street, 
where the paper first began operation. For the 
past 15 years or more I have had the honor 
and responsibility of being the Business 
Manager of the paper. As the Business 
Manager, it is my responsibility that we 
have sound operating policies, enabling us to 
remain a viable business entity. 

The paper was founded by a small group 
of investors, local citizens who felt our 
community needed a voice in the tri- 
community area of Belleville, Van Buren 
and Sumpter. The Independent has been that 
voice for more than 27 years. 

The task has not always been easy. We 
have faced severe economic down-turns 
and challenges from multiple start-up 
publications. Somehow, through the hard 
work of our small but dedicated staff, we 
have survived where others have failed. 
Our advertisers have been great, too. Many 
have stayed with us during hard times, much 
like we are currently facing, and we always 
appreciate their business. There is one other 
component to our success which I have 
observed. It is the dedicated support of you, 
the residents of communities we serve. I 
want to say “thank you” for your continued 
support. Without you we could not have 
made it this far. Your words of support and 
letters of appreciation are inspiring to all of 
us associated with the paper. 

I am writing this message because as 
Business Manager I am concerned about the 
future of the Independent as a publication of 
local news. There are several reasons for my 
concern. 

A. The last year and a half have been 
devastating from a business perspective. 
COVID has taken a toll on us financially and 
we have suffered sizable losses. We were able 
to obtain an initial PPP loan which helped, but 
we missed qualifying for a second PPP loan 
by $1,205. Failure to obtain the second loan 
has put us in financial jeopardy. So much so, 
that when I inquired as to why our liabilities 
were increasing, I was reluctantly informed 
that Rosemary has been providing operating 
funds from her savings. This shortfall cannot 
continue. 

B. The other investors agree with me that 
we have an obligation to the communities 
to continue publishing past the “Rosemary 
era.” Rosemary is the heart and soul of the 
paper. The paper was her original concept 
and she is the editor and writer of the paper. 
However, we recognize that at some point in 
time she will retire or not be able to continue 
the way she has for so many years. If the 
paper is to continue, we need to find a way 


to do so without Rosemary (who is fine 
and has no immediate plans to retire). That 
presents many problems for which we do 
not have immediate answers. We believe the 
first step is to find someone qualified to do 
the job of editor. Then, to bring that person 
on board and to learn from Rosemary and 
slowly assume her responsibilities. This step 
requires funds we do not have. 

Before COVID hit, we had approved a rate 
hike for our advertisers but did not put it into 
effect due to the negative impact COVID 
had on the economy. We are reconsidering it 
now but are not certain economic conditions 
have improved enough to sustain an increase 
at this time. If we decide on a change, we 
will announce it and give the advertisers 
an opportunity to purchase a block of 
advertising at the current rate, if they wish, 
before imposing the increase. This transition 
would take several months to accomplish. 

Due to mailing cost increases, we have 
approved an increase in our subscription 
rates. Again, we will give those having the 
paper mailed to them the opportunity to 
extend at the current rate, prior to adjusting 
the rate for new subscriptions. 

We hope these adjustments, along with 
the continued improvement in the overall 
business environment will eventually put 
us back on an acceptable basis of regular 
operations. While these changes may help 
solve our immediate financial problems they 
will not provide the means for our long-term 
commitment to continue publication, post 
Rosemary. 

That is where you, the members of the 
community, come in. We ask you to show 
your support today. I know this is an unusual 
request, but as a native of this community I 
honestly believe you will answer the call. If 
you want the Belleville-Area Independent to 
continue to bring you the local news as it has 
for more than 27 years, then I am asking you 
to make your best financial gift to support 
our effort.

If it 
is purchased by Nov. 1, the district will get 
it in April or May. The vote on this will be 
at the Oct. 25 board meeting; 

e Heard building presentations from 
Tyler Elementary School, Belleville High 
School, and Savage Elementary School; 

e Heard a presentation of the District 
Improvement Plan by Becky Ross, director 
of federal and state grants; 

e Approved the second reading and final 
approval of the board policy updates that 
were discussed in detail at the last meeting.

Willow Run Airport ‘carjacker’ 
bound over on 2 charges, 2 dropped

34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
Oakley threw out two charges against a 
suspected “Willow Run Airport carjacker” 
after his live preliminary exam on Oct. 6 
but bound him over to circuit court on a 
charge of fleeing and eluding police and 
assault on a police officer. His arraignment 
on the information at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice was scheduled for Oct. 20. 

The charges of carjacking and receiving 
and concealing a stolen vehicle were 
dismissed, but Judge Oakley said they 
could be refiled if the prosecutor can bring 
witnesses showing the driver didn’t have 
permission to take the vehicle. 

Christopher Lee Krusac, 31, of Taylor 
was present for his exam on the Van Buren 
Township charges stemming from an 
incident starting at Willow Run Airport 
on July 23. 

First witness brought by Assistant Wayne 
County Prosecutor Alexander Kurrie was 
Wayne County Airport Police Cpl. Eric 
Johannsen, who said he responded to a 


dispatch report on someone breaking into 
a vehicle and subsequent theft. 

He responded on I-94 from the fire 
station at Detroit Metro and tried to get 
there as soon as possible, he testified. He 
said he saw the vehicle that was described, 
a yellow Dodge Ram. He said the vehicle 
turned in front of two semi’s and went 
into the Menards/Walmart parking lot on 
Belleville Road. 

He said the vehicle drove into Verizon 
and then drove through Hardee’s. The 
driver was attempting to exit the vehicle in 
the parking lot. Cpl. Johannsen said he left 
his vehicle and called out, “Police. Stop” 
and the driver got back inside, put the 
vehicle in reverse and hit him, bruising his 
arm and straining a back muscle. 

“I was right behind the vehicle and he 
put it in reverse,” he testified. “I drew my 
gun and we were face to face.” He said the 
driver did a “J” turn and drove off. He said 
he put out on the radio that he was struck 
by the vehicle and “I was terminated.” 
Under cross-examination he testified that

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Egypt Covington 
murder case has final 


conference on Nov. 17

The Wayne County Circuit Court case 
for three men accused in the 2017 shooting 
death of Egypt Covington now has its final 
conference set for Nov. 17 before Judge 
Wanda A. Evans. 

The final conference had been delayed 
until Oct. 6 but was adjourned again by the 
court until Nov. 17. 

The accused perpetrators have been in the 
Wayne County Jail since their arrests in late 
2020 and the case against them is moving 
forward slowly at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit. 

Being held are Timothy Eugene Moore, 
35, of Toledo; Shandon R Groom, 28, of 
Toledo; and Shane Lamar Evans, 32, of 
Sumpter Township. 

Moore and Groom are charged with 
first-degree murder, felony murder, home 
invasion first-degree, and three charges 
of felony firearm in the June 22, 2017 
shooting death of Jacqueline Elizabeth 
“Egypt” Covington, 27, in the Van Buren 
Township duplex where she lived on Hull 
Road. 

Moore is also charged with another 
felony firearm charge and possession of a 
firearm by a felon. 

Evans is charged with felony murder and 
home invasion first-degree. 

All would face life in prison if convicted 
of the charges. 

Egypt was a 2007 graduate of Belleville 
High School and a popular local singer. 
She was employed as an account manager 
for beer and wine distributor Rave and had 
worked at Johnny’s and Bayou Grill in 
Belleville.

the Hardee’s parking lot was full in front 
of the driver, but empty behind. [Editor’s 
Note: He may have been referring to Tim 
Horton’s parking lot.] 

Second witness was Van Buren Township 
police officer Seth Evans, who said he has 
been with the department for two years. He 
said on July 23 he was in a patrol car on 
Denton Road and dispatch said there was a 
potential vehicle theft in process at Willow 
Run Airport. He said he was a mile away 
and had been traveling east on Tyler, east 
of Beck. 

He said there was a 25-minute pursuit 
of the Dodge Ram Rumblebee which 
was yellow with a black stripe. He said 
the pursuit initially terminated on I-94 
near Oakwood, but undercover units in 
Dearborn identified the vehicle at Outer 
Drive near Dix. He said he was with 
Officer McCarthy. They chased the vehicle 
for a quarter mile and then he did a low- 
speed ram of the vehicle to disable it. He 
said several other patrol units helped take 
the suspect into custody. 

Under cross-examination, it was revealed 
VBT dispatch sent out the information that 
the owner of the vehicle actually was in 
Texas. 

When Prosecutor Kurrie moved to bind 
Krusac over to circuit court on the charges, 
defense attorney Cheryl Quick objected, 
saying nobody was in the truck where 
it was parked at the airport so it couldn’t 
be a “carjacking” and there has been no 
evidence to show that Krusac didn’t have 
had permission from the owner to drive the 
vehicle.

probations. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Elisabeth Moore said the bond stated now 
that the tether will be used only if he could 
post $5,000 of the $50,000/10% bond 
set. She said because of the nature of the 
charges and his felony convictions she 
thought the bond was fair. 

On Sept. 1, Judge Oakley set Krusac’s 
live preliminary exam for Oct. 6. Judge 
Oakley also reduced the bond to $50,000 
personal with a tether and house arrest. 

Quick had explained that her client has 
a hole in his heart and had heart surgery. 
With COVID it is dangerous for him to be 
in jail, she said.
